Pika or pica. 
You choose 


. Bdy Area on hardly qossamer wlnqs Is a 

bit bonnq without a good maiaiine. And on a recent flight 
up we read a wildlife magazine to Investigate lesser-known 
creatures. 


The pika, we read, spends at least a third of the year 
in a rocky maze beneath the snow. As a former Midwest¬ 
erner that also seemed very boring indeed. 

Pika struck us as an interesting name for an animal. Is 
it named that because it is small — rarely larger than 
eight inches? 

II ® familiar word since the word 

spelled ditferently, pica, is a measurement for type. Our 
paper has lO'/j pica coumns, that's 13/4 inches. Most editors 
and advertising people have as an extension of their arms 
the pica pole or line gauge as it was called at one time. 

But pikas, we read, don't hibernate. They store hay up 
for one-third of the year, beginning to build up their hay 
piles as summer progresses. They pile it on the rocks to dry 
in the sun before storing it under boulders or wherever they 
decide to stash their food supply. Peak gathering time Is in 
August and they don't seem to be fussy about what they 
eat. 

There are 14 species in the world and 12 of those live 
in Asia. The others are in Canada or the U.S. 

They resemble rodents but are actually of the same 
family as rabbits. Like rabbits they have a series of blade¬ 
like enamel plates for cutting vegetation. But like rodents 
they have small rounded ears. ' 

They probably came to this part of the world by crossing 
the bridge that existed thousand' of years ago across the 
Bering Sea. 

Newborn pikas can walk and bark by the end of the 
first week. Just a month and a half later they have grown 
to full size. That takes place both in the spring and July. 
As autumn comes, the animals ere confined to rocks where 
they live for months without sunshine. 

And they bark. Mostly at night and totally unlike rab¬ 
bits. In the Rockies they seem to bleat but in Asia they have 
an entirely different barking sound. 

What has come of this information about the difference 
in pikas and picas? One, the animal, Is small for its kind 
as is the other measurement small for its respective size. 
.^nd the world can't seem to do without either. 

At least editors can't do without one.

Women Watch More 
TV Than Males 


'vVhen a flood, fire or ottiei 
disaster .strikes California, a 
Democratic governor is more 
likely than a Republican 
chief executive to declare an 
official state of emergency. 

That's the tentative con¬ 
clusion of sociologist Robert 
A. Stallings, USC associate 
profe.ssor of public adminis 
tralion, who recently pie- 
-‘-■enteci his research findings 
at the regional convention of 
the Pacific Sociological As 
sociation in San Fr.anci.sco. 

Dr- Stallings and his le- 
search team studied 17 such 
events affecting liX) or more 
families in California 
lielween 1950 and 1975. 

Of the 31 events occul¬ 
ting during Republican ad¬ 
ministrations, only 12 were 
declared official emergencies. 
But of the 16 occurring un 
dei Democratic governors, a 
full 14 were given emergency 
declarations by the state’s 
chief executive. 

■We were not fousing on 
major, obvious disasters like 
important floods or earth¬ 
quakes,” Stallings explains.

Nemschott cites recent reforms in New York, 'Washing-

plain language statute tor consumer agreements chopped 
a wordy 16 word sentence to "To repay my loan, I promise 
to pay you $ ." 

Executive agencies ot the federal government were 
ordered in 1978 to keep simplicity and clarity of language 
in mind when framing new regulations. 

In aiito-nia, voters in 1962 approved a ballot measure 
caNing for a reexamination ot the state constitution, which 
had been revised in a haphazard manner since its 1978 rati¬ 
fication. 

Article 12, the section describing procedures to amend 
the constitution, was cut from 450 words to about 200. In 
1968, another sot of revisions reduced the word count ot 
sezen sections from 14,000 to 1500. 

Reforms are slow but they are coming. Bar associations 
increasingly advise the public, "Don't sign a contract you 
can t understand. And last year, San Francisco and New 
Tork each hosted a conference for lawyers on ''Drafting 
Uocuments fn Plain Language." ^ 

Let's hope it catches on soon.

Lady Pitts, consumes endless double 
brandies much to the dismay of a snobbishly stuffy waiter, 
played very convincingly by Charles Andrese, the fountfer 
ol the Sierra Madre Playhouse. 

To the surprise of most of the restaurant’s patrons, 

Lady Pitts suddenly begins to expound on her lonely empty 
existence and the injustices of her childhood. Her out¬ 
burst intrigues a young polish student, Ernest Piaste, who 
is immediately entralled with the woman despite her 
drunken stupor. H3s instant identity and attachment to 
Lady Pitts is a factor throughout the entire production. 

Lady Pitts, we learn, is just recovering from a mild 
nervous breakdown and due to her increasing dependenoe 
on liquor, has a hard time keeping her thoughts and 
conversations straight. 

Vincent, the butler, played by Cliff O’Connell, has 
been assigned by Sir Joseph as Lady Pitts’ keeper and 
may well be her lover, althougi\ this fact is never clearly 
defined. She does however, take Vincent as her husband 
after the death of her husband. Sir Joseph, later in the 
play.

The tup^niental security 
income fSSI) program is 
viewed as a major service to 
disabled children of low In¬ 
come families, according to 
a survey by the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration. 

Two-thirds of those Inter¬ 
viewed who had disabled 
children living at home said 
they felt the SSI payment 
was adequate tc meet basic 
needs, and 80% liked the 
benefit levels and service 
better than other assistance 
programs. The survey was 
designed to determine how 
well the program was meet¬ 
ing the needs of disabled 
children and to provide a 
s(x:ioeconomlc and demo¬ 
graphic profile of this cate¬ 
gory of SSI recipients for 
future planning. 

SSI payments are made to 
people age 65 and over or 
blind or disabled who have 
limited or no Income and not 
much In resources. 

Congress decided to in¬ 
clude disabled children on 
the basis that disability 
causes greater financial need 
than that of low-income 
children in general, who may 
qualify for aid to families 
with dependent children. 

Effective October 1980. 
parents’ income and re¬ 
sources will no longer be 
counted for a disabled child 
18 or older, no matter whe-

ther the child is in school oi 
not. 

To be considered disableti, 
a person must have a phy¬ 
sical or mental Impairment 
which has lasted or is ex¬ 
pected to last for at least 12 
months or which can be ex¬ 
pected to result in death. For 
a child 18 or over, the im¬ 
pairment must prevent the 
person from engaging in 
substantial gainful work. For 
a child under 18, the impair¬ 
ment must be comparable in 
severity to one that would 
prevent an adult from en¬ 
gaging in siOxstantial gain¬ 
ful work. 

Blindness under the SSI 
program is defined as central 
visual acuity of 20/200 or 
less in the better eye with 
the use of a corrective lens 
or visual field restriction of 
20 degnes or less. 

Data on di.sablirig condi¬ 
tions show mental retarda¬ 
tion to be the most frequent, 
occurring in 21% of the cases 
About 15% Indicated "othei 
mental condlllons” such ns 
psychosis, schizophrenia, and 
neurosis. Another 15% indi¬ 
cated "‘di.seascs of the ner¬ 
vous system” such as epi 
Ipesy, brain dt^mage, or mus¬ 
cular dystropy. About 11% 
Indicated .such coiigential de¬ 
ficiencies as spina bifida, 
mongolism, or Down’s syn¬ 
drome.

Paula Randall’f earliest 
career was a far ciy from 
art: she was a biochemi.st for 
years at Seripps and at 
Huntington Hospital. She 
soon began to devote one 
day a week to some fonn 
of art, beginning with pias- 
tels and slowly making her 
way deeper and deeper into 
art forms until one day in 
the ’.10s she discovered 
.sculpture. 

What s|)ccial happen e d 
that one day? She was at¬ 
tending a play at Pasadena 
Playhouse and met Nishon 
Tnor, an Armenian artist 
who was living in Altadena 
at the time. "Suddenly out of 
nowhere came the know¬ 
ledge that sculpture was 
where I belonged," she re¬ 
calls. ’The three - ilimen-

. ly clear until then.” 

Her first sculptu rc, 
"Storm,” w.ns of lier mother, 
a Midwesterner who had 
wcatlicred many physical 
and mental storms.

.still has it In her home in 
Pierra Madre. The piece 
brought her first award at 
the Laguna Beach Show.
